TMRBE FOR A NICKEL. 



The one thing which a woman most 
dreads—barring, of course, a mouse and 
being out of style—is a thunder shower. 
Many most estimable women, Of charac¬ 
ter and force; who can lead great cru¬ 
sades and revolutionize society, go all 
to pieces at a. clap of thunder, and a 
good many men, too* for that matter. 

It is not agreeable to be struck by 
lightning. Npr is it at all necessary. 
There is a sure preventive—as sure as 
it is simple* inexpensive and always ac¬ 
cessible—a pair of rubbers. If a woman 
will simply put. on a pair of rubbers 
when the lightning begins to flash and 
the thunder to roar, and will stand on 
the floor so that she touches nothing 
else, she will be as safe as if she were 
sealed in a glass cage. 

Rubber is a nonconductor of electric- 
.ity, and if the lightning has to go 
through a sheet of rubber to get at you 
it will leave you alone and take some¬ 
thing else. In other words, when yon 
have on a pair of rubbers and are not in 
contact with anything, you are perfectly 
insulated. 

This is not a theory merely. It is a 
fact proved by innumerable experiences. 
A pair of rubbers has saved many a life 
in a ihunderstom-,. 

Last summer Horace W. Folger of 
Cambridgeport, Mass., was on a pilot- 
boat in Boston harbor, when a thunder 
shower came up. He was on deekwear- 
ing rubber boots, but steadying himself 
with one hand by a wire cable from the 
main topmast. Lightning struck the top¬ 
mast, shivering it into Bplinters. Down 
the cable went the current. Folger was 
knocked unconscious. When he recover¬ 
ed, he was full of aches and pains, but 
he pulled through. If it had not been 
for the rubber boots, the current would 
have passed entirely through him. As it 
was the current could not get through 
his boots, so it passed down the cable. 

It might be well to add tjiat a pair of 
rubbers to be effective against lightning 
must be sound and whole. Do not put 
on an old pair with a crack in the-toe 
because electricity will get out of a very 
small hole when it is cornered, and a 
pair of defective rubbers will do you no 
good.—New York Press.

An interesting enumeration has been 
made by somebody and published in a 
technical journal of the sources of color. 
From this it appears that the cochineal 
insects furnish the gorgeous carmine, 
crimson, scarlet, carmine and purple 
lakes; the cuttlefish gives sepia—that 
is, the inky fluid, which the fish dis¬ 
charges in order' to render the water 
opaque when attacked; the Indian yel¬ 
low comes from the camel; ivory chips 
produce the ivory black and boneblack; 
the exquisite Prussian blue comes from 
fusing horse hoofs and other refuse ani¬ 
mal matter with impure potassium car¬ 
bonate ; various lakes are derived from 
roots, harks and gums; blue black comes 
from the charcoal of the vine stock; 
turkey red is made from the madder 
plant, which grows in Hindustan; the 
. yellow sap of a Siam tree produces gam¬ 
boge ; raw sienna is the natural earth 
from the neighborhood of Siena, Italy; 
raw umber is an earth found near Um¬ 
bria and burned; india ink is made 
from burned camphor ; mastic is made 
from the gum of the mastic tree, which 
grows in the Grecian archipelago; bis¬ 
ter is the soot of wood ashes; very little 
real ultramarine, obtained from the 
precious lapis lazuli, is found in the 
market; the Chinese white is zinc, scar¬ 
let is iodide of mercury, and vermilion 
is from the quicksilver ore cinnabar.

Slight Improvement Noted~In 
the Butter Trade. 


Shrinkage In the Manufacture of Cheese. 
Xittle Better Fooling In tho Egg Mar¬ 
ket;—Wool and Live Stock Dealings. 

Boston, Aug. 22. —The butter situation 
shows a slight 'improvement. Receipts 
have fallen off: more butter taken out of 
cold storage last week than was put in. 
These points, with the coming of a large 
number of visitors to Boston and the re¬ 
turn home of our absentees, indicate a 
firmer market and more trade. 

After the slow business of the past, few 
weeks it Is no more than reasonable that 
the market should take a turn for the 
better. The low prices as compared with 
last year should lead to a largor consump¬ 
tion and" reduce the large surplus In cold 
orage. 

The butter interest has grown tobe-a 
very important one in Boston. During 
the last trade year tho actual consump¬ 
tion here was 40,000,000 pounds. Allowing 
an average valuation of 20 cents per pound 
the total valuation would be $ 8 , 000 , 000 . 
The surplus stock held here now is well on 
to 200,000 tubs, which may be estimated at 
$1,500,000. 

Tho only new feature in the oheeso situa¬ 
tion Is the slight advance obtained in the 
country. Exports continue small. In 
New York there is a falling off for tho sea¬ 
son of nearly 800,000 boxos, as compared 
with last year. The make in the cheese 
district is said to have shrunk about the 
same amount.

PROFESSIONAL MOURNERS. 


Cnrlons Calabrian Customs Which May Be 
Observed In New York. 

In the Italian quarter I found myself 
the other day in a home which had heen 
darkened hy a - double misfortune. A lit¬ 
tle Italian boy had fallen from a fire es¬ 
cape to the street and been instantly 
killed. His widowed mother, when she 
came npon tho hody of her son, went 
mad with grief and attempted to take 
her own life. She was taken to the hos¬ 
pital 

The hoy’s hody lay npon a table, and 
a blazing candelabrum stood at its head. 
At the side the hoy’s foster father and 
his -wife knelt in prayer. Seated about 
the room was a group of women chant¬ 
ing an Italian death waiL One of the 
women raised her face, and her quaver¬ 
ing voice filled the room: 

“Happiness has departed from us for¬ 
ever!” < 

And the others droned the refrain: 

“Forever I” 

“He will never be absent from onr 
thoughts I” 

“Never from onr thoughts!” 

And so on, strophe and antistrophe, 
the chief waiter leading "and the chorus 
echoing the dismal refrain. It was a 
sight and a sound to move even the 
tardy sensibilities of a reporter. 

Such scenes are not uncommon in the 
Italia® quarter, though they seldom 
come under the eye of visitors. The pro¬ 
fessional mourner is an institution in 
some of the provinces of southern Italy. 
She—the office belongs entirely to the 
softer sex—is analogous to the Irish 
“keener,” but with the difference that 
her wail is more musical than weird, 
whereas the “keener” is weird, pierc¬ 
ing—almost anything bnt musical > 

The 'Italian waiters—they are called 
preficbe” in their native tongue—are 
doubtless descendants of the profession¬ 
al mourners of ancient Rome. They are 
most common, and their office is most 
clearly defined in the provinces of Abruz- 
zo and Calabria and in Sicily. There 
they are regularly retained and reward¬ 
ed with a fee. In other provinces a rel 
ative of the afflicted family may assume 
tho office and lead the chorus, or the 
function may be of a wholly miscellane¬ 
ous character, all the mourners joining 
in a song of woe.—New York Herald:

Citric Acid. 

Enormous quantities of citric acia are 
nsed in calico printing, in pharmacy and 
in the preparation of artificial lemonade. 
About 134 ounces (570 grains) of pure 
citric acid dissolved in a pint of water 
gives a solution which has the-average 
acidity of good lemon juice. When di¬ 
luted with several times its bulk of wa¬ 
ter, sweetened with sugar and scented 
with a single drop of essence of lemon, 
an artificial lemonade is cheaply pro¬ 
duced, which is much used as a cooling 
drink in fever hospitals. 

It has also heen nsed in the navy as a 
substitute for fresh lemon juice in the 
treatment or prevention of scurvy, hut 
has boon found much less efficient. In 
fact, this artificial lemonade is by no 
means equal to that made from pure 
lemon juice, whether nsed at table or 
for invalids. In rheumatism or rheu¬ 
matic gout the fresh juice of the lemon 
is preferred on account of the bicitrate 
of potash which it contains. Pure lemon 
juice is also a valuable remedy in sore 
throat and diphtheria. Cases have been 
recorded in which children havo nppar 
ontly heen cured of this terrible disease 
by constantly sucking oranges or lemons. 

Pure citric acid possesses, like somo 
other acids, the power of destroying the 
bad effects of polluted water used for 
drinking, but it is perhaps best to boil 
tho water before adding a little citric 
acid to it.—Chambers’ Journal.
